& the spring, it is said, we can always 
look for fire, flood and devastation. 
When we look ata mighty river in 
| flood, carrying devastation with it,

What is 
true in nature is also true of the human 
body. We are now in that season in 
which we feel languid. Only the,iucky 
are.able to get off without a spell of 
fever.

Russian General Awakes to Fact That 
Japan’s Yalu Army Will Not Rest 
During Port Arthur’s Reduction, as 

‘He Had Expected. 


CITY’S FALL ONLY INCIDENT 
AND NOT MAIN OBJECTIVE 


Fighting Between Large Detachments 
a Daily Occurrence Around Liao- 


Yang and Expected Great Battle Is 
Probably Not Far Off. 


NEW-CHWANG, June 1—The Ruegsian 
forecast of the Japanese plan of war is be- 
ing completely upset. a 

Since the movement upon Port Arthur 

was begun by Gen. Oku’s army, the Mus- 
covite officers have held that the city was 
for the time the objective of the war and 
that Gen. Kuroki’s Yalu army would con- 
tent itself with nolding the Russians back 
of Feng-Wang-Cheng until it was reduced. 
The recent developments have proved 
this theory érroneous. The two armies, 
while working to a common end, are evi- 
dently acting independently. Each has its 
work to do, and it is now almost certain 
that as hard blows will be struck at Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s main army as will fall on 
Port Arthur. . 
The outposts of Kuroki’s force are daily 
attacking the Cossack scouting parties, and 
there have even been clashes between 
forces of 2000 or more on each. side.. Near 
Bimatsi, a large Japanese force of infantry 
attacked and routed 2200 Cossacks. Both 
sides lost heavily. . ¢ 
There is no verification of the report that 
Kuropatkin Is moving southward from 
Liao-Yang, but it undoubtedly is true that 
Kuroki’s army is advancing. As only % 
miles He between the opposing forces, a 
great battle is likely to be fought in a few 
days. 
The Japanese have promised the reduc- 
tion and capture of Port Arthur in -20 
days, and there are already reports that 
the fighting has actually begun around 
the beleaguered city. One reports says a 
battle occurred yesterday six miles from 
the fortress. But rapidly as the invest- 
ment of that is progressing, it may be 
safely prédicted that a big battle will 
occur around Liao-Yang before the fall of 
Port Arthur.

Every adverse criticism received is rp- 
plied to with a letter to the publishers of 
the newspaper, and as often as possible to 
the complaining individual. The letters of 
explanation thus sent to newspapers have 
been published with good results. 

It is explainéd to these newspapers and 
individuals that numerous information bu- 
reaus afe maintained in St. Louis, guaran- 
teeing desirable boarding and rooming 
places at reasonable rates, and that lists 
of these places are sent, together with two 
special books on approved World’s Fair 
accommodations issued by the’ Business 
Men’s League. A variety of literature on 
this subject has been distributed for two 
months past, and many unjust and injuri- 
ous publications have been controverted. 

Besides the two organizations mentioned 
information bureaus have been established 
in the city by the Interstate Merchants’ 
Association, the Credit Men’s Association, 
the Knights of Columbus and a dozen 
business houses. At these bureaus maps of 


the city, lists of good accommodations and 
valuable information may be had free.

BE SHOWN AT FAIR 


Pope’s Special Ambassador Awaits Ar- 
rival of Treasures of Art and 
Scholarship. . 


FIRST LOAN FROM VATICAN 


Collection of Choice Mosaics. Will 
Show One of Chief Beauties of 
Roman Churches. 


A. deathmask of Pope Leo XIII and a 
cast of his right hand, both in bronze, form 
part of the Vatican exhibit which Signor 
Francesco Cagiatti is arranging to install 
in a suite of rooms on the second floor of 
the Anthropology building at the World's 
Fair. 

Both were taken immediately after the 
death of the late pontiff, and the hand 
shows the fisherman's ring, emblematic of 
the sovereignty of popes. 

A collection of the poems and prose writ- 
ings of Leo’ XIII also forms part of the 
collection. They are in Latin and Ptalian. 
English translations will be displayed near 
them. 

A display of much interest to biblical 
Sstudenis will be the copies of the Codex 
Vaticanus. The Codex Vaticanus is the 
copy of the Bible in Latin, which has been 
preserved in the archives of St. Peter's 
since the fourth century. The Bible, orig- 
inally compiled in Hebrew, was translated 


by the early fathers of the church into 
Greek and from Greek into Latin. 

It is stated that the Codex Vaticanus is 
the volume from which all the Bibles of to- 
day, Protestant as well as Catholic, have 
been made. 

Signor Cagiatti says he has a dozen 
copies of this historic volume, the orginal 
of which the Pope will never allow to leave 
Rome. These copies are all on parchment, 
and ‘will be displayed in cases.. They are 
in varicolored inks and are siad to of 
very attractive and unique appearance and 
of great interest. to the student. 

osaics will also be a feature of the 
Vatican exhibit. The collection will in- 
clude some of the finest pieces of mosiac 
work manufactured in the Vatican, 
which contains some of the finest mo- 
saic specimens in the world. 

For four centuries a school of mosaics 
has been conducted at the Vatican under 
the especial patronage of the popes. 
There are only a few others ‘in Europe 


The designs of the mosiacs include 
both ecclesiastical and secular subjects. 
Some represent beautiful flowers; others 
biblical scenes. ‘ 

Among the other articles In the col- 
lection are photographs showing some of 
the most interesting scenes within the 
Vatican.and-in the churches of Rome: 

Sig. Cagiatti will remain in St. Louis 
until the exhibit is installed. Whether he 
will remain longer, he says, depends upon 
orders from Rome. Should he depart, it is 
likely that the exhibit will be left in charge 
of the Jesuit fathera of St. Louis Uni- 
versity. 

The Jesvits have a display adjoining that 
of the Vatican. Notable among the articles 
displayed is the original map by Father 
Marquette of the untry afterwards in- 
cluded in the Loutsiana Purchase. It is 
nearly four centuries old. After Father 
Marquette’s death it was sent by the In- 
dians to Montreal.

This sort of thing makes one feel ashamed of Americans and 
induces a feeling of disgust over the apparent tendency of the 
American public: It indicates growing toadyism and cringing, 
vulgar curiosity which is a disgrace to American manhood and 
womanhood. Are*we losing our self-respect? Are we utterly 
forgetting the dignity of free Americans among whom every 
man is a sovereign. 

\The Alice Roosevelt episode is merely the culmination of a 
series of similar vulgarities brought about by the presence in 
Bt.

Oriental nobility. Men and.women haye fought and scrambled 
to get a glimpse of foreign notables without regard for their 
feelings or our own obligations of courtesy. 

Will we duplicate the 
shouting mobs of ancient Rome who ran at the chariot wheels 
of the emperors and nobles? There ought to be on the part of 
intelligent and self-respecting Americans, at least, a decided

Management Claims Public Prefers 
Travesty and Business Com- 
pels a Change. 


Lack of a desire for the poetical and the 
beautiful on the part of Pike attendants 
has caused a serious rupture in the affairs 
of the Irish theater in the Irish Industrial 
exhibition at the World’s Fair. Ag a re- 
sult, the singers brought from Dublim have 
either been fired or quit, some one, some 
the other. The trouble was all’ caused by 
the American visitors to the show. They 
demanded a vaudeville act, and the Dublin 
artists could not furnish it, while it is no 
trouble to get Bowery actors from New 
York to take the whole thing. 

In fact the*trouble did not begin until 
the management employed Patrick Tuohy, 
a New York actor. 

He received all. the applause, while the 

sentimenial songs of the Dublin people 
were passed without favorable comment 
upon ype part Of the audience. This was 
not sO bad and threatened no disruption 
of the company, though the group from 
the Emerald.Islé announced their hostil- 
ity tc such acts. 
’ A few days later Tuohy sang “‘It Takes 
the Irish to Beat the Dutch." This was 
tao much and the Dublin players infurmed 
the management of the attraction that it 
would have to be stopped. 

“You tend to your business, and we will 
i0ok aftcr ours,’’ replied the management, 
or words tp that effect. The actors in- 
sisted,) gad they have been given two 
weeks’ Notice that their servicese will no 
longer be desired. Two have been ordered 
to remain away from the theater. 

The principal complaint made by the Dub- 
lin artists is that they cannot be a party 
to what they claim is ‘‘such a travesty on 
the Irish race,’’ and say that if they were 
to continue lit the same attraction they 
would not have the nerve to return to 
their native land.” The management says 
it is merely a matter of dollars and cents. 
Wy.en it was found the visitors wanted 
vuudeville attractions instead of Irish sen- 
timental songs there was nothing to do 
but to supply what was wanted.
